The ballot for the ladies will contain the name of School Com- 
mittee only. 


Art. 3.—To vote by ballot ‘‘ Yes” or ‘‘ No” upon the ques- 
tion, ‘‘Shall license be granted for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors in thig town ?” 


ArT. 4.—To receive and act upon reports of all Officers, 
Committees, Commissioners, ‘l'rustees of the T'own. 


Art. 5.—T'o raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray Town charges for the coming year, and appropriate the 
same, 
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Art. 6.—To act upon the list of Jurors prepared by the 
Registrars. 


Art. 7.—To see if the Town will vote to buy a Road Scraper. 


ArT. 8.—-l'o see what the Town will do with the money 
received from the County, called the Dog Fund. 


ArT. 9.—'T’o see if the Tewn will make an appropriation for 
the Public Library. 


ArT. 10.—To see if the Town will employ a Superintendent 
of Schools, and raise money for his salary. 


Art. 11.—To see if the Town will raise five per cent or any 
fixed per cent on amount of T’own Grant, State and County 
T'axes, the same to be allowed to those who pay their taxes on or 
before August 1, 1903.

Selectmen’s Report. 


The expenses of the Town have been somewhat greater during 
the year nearly past, than in the one just preceding. There are 
several reasons for this condition. One is through the expense 
incurred by the town in regard to the electric railroad. Another 
one is from trying to keep the water of Roaring Brook in the 
control of the town, and still another is from an unavoidably 
enlarged pauper bill, so that the appropriation for the support of 
the poor, which was less than for the year previous, has been 
overdrawn. The sickness and death of Clifford Jewett, one of 
the Jewett family, brought an unexpected expense upon the 
town, as he had begun to support himself. Mrs. Charles Jewett 
has also been sick, requiring a surgical operation, and is, and 
has been for some time, unable to help herself, making it neces- 
sary to increase the aid given her from $8.50 per month to 
$13.50. Elisha Rhood unfortunately broke his arm and shoul- 
der, and the expense forcaring for him had to be increased from 
$2.50 to $5.00 per week. Another applicant for aid from the 
town is Almeron Smith, whom we have had to help during the 
year. 

The bridges and culverts are in a good condition, with the 
exception of one or two small ones in the eastern part of the 
town which will have to be rebuilt in the near future. The 
Northampton Water Commissioners have given the town the 
iron bridge which was formerly across the stream near the North- 
west schoolhouse, and they have also given us $100 to maintain 
the extra length of bridge which they have put across the stream 
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west of the schoolhouse where the overflow of the reservoir 18 
located. 

The highways have been kept in their usual repair during the 
year, and we would recommend that as much or more money be 
appropriated for this purpose the coming year, and an appropri- 
ation is also required for railings which need repairing iu several 
places. ‘The work of draining the road in front of the houses of © 
C. S. Loomis and E. L. Graves, according to the vote of the 
town, was begun last fall, but the cold weather came before it 
was quite completed.

Report of School Committee. 


We submit to the citizens of Whately our annual report of 
Schools. During two terms we have been without a Superin- 
tendent, Mr. Pratt having finished his year with the term end- 
ing in June. While the town voted and appropriated money for 
the‘employment of a superintendent of schools, by the with- 
drawal of Williamsburg, it left the district without the requi- 
site number of schools provided by law, therefore Whately (with 
the remaining towns of the district), has been without super- 
vision. Deerfield has now been added, in place of Williams- 
burg, so that a superintendent will be employed. Despite this 
handicap we believe good progress has been made, as all the old 
teachers have been retained, with but one exception, and she 
has easily gained the respect of parents and scholars, therefore 
good results have followed. We append a table of average mem- 
bership and attendance, which a careful study of may prove — 
helpful in sustaining a more perfect attendance. Criticism 
against teachers is largely the result of irregularity in attend- 
ance; teachers cannot make up what pupils lose in this respect.
